Albany, ay. Y., December 20.—A)bert 
T. Patrick was saved by Governor Hi+t- 
gins today from the death chair in the 
shadow of which he stood for nearly five 
years. He was convicted in March, 1902, 
of the murder of William Mersh Rice, 
ihe aged New York city millionaire. «4n 
a brief laying stress upon the dissenting 
opinions of the judges of the court ot 
appeals, which affirmed Pdtrick’s convic- 
tion by a vote of 4 to 3, the governor 
announced shat he had commuted the 
death sentence to imprisonment for life. 
Later in ‘the day the governor strongiy 
intimated a doubt of ~Patrick’s@ entire 
sanity, attributing his mental state to 
tne strain under which the condernnea 
lawyer has tabored all these years in the 
death cell at Sing Sing. 

Higgins Thinks Patrick Is Crazy. 

The governor was shown a dispatch 
from a New York newspaper to a cor-

Patrick Case Unparalleled. 

The case of Albert T. Patrick is in 
many respects unparalleled. It is doubit- 
ful if ever before a convicted man has 
played so large a part in the conduct of 
his own case, even turning his narrow 
quarters in the “death cell’ of a state 
prison practically @to a law office. Rice 
died on September 23, 1900: Patrick and 
Jones were arrested October 4. Jones 
at first declfred that Patrick himself had 
chloreformed Rice, but in other confes- 
sions Which varied materially he. said 
he killed his master at Patrick's instiga- 
tion. The statement was the principal 
evidence to sustain the murder charge 
against Patrick. Jones was never tried 
either as a principal or as accomplice; 
he wae released and is said to be living 
in Texas. 

Patrick was convicted March 27, 1902, 
and sentenced to death. Since then his 
fight has been continuous. In every 
court in the state open to him he has 
made his appeal, but always in vain. 
Patrick's brother-in-law, John T. Milli- 
ken, of St. Louis, is said to have financed 
hig battle at great cost. It is known here 
that Patrick intends to continue his ef- 
forts to establish his innocence. 

Patrick Wot Satisfied. 

Ossining, N. Y., December 20.—Patrick 
pnnounced tonight that he was not sat- 
isfied with commutation and would at 
once begin his fight for freedom. A writ 
of habeas corpus will be applied for, it 
is said. in the United States court, mak- 
ing Warden Johnson the defendant. The 
first news of the action of Governor Hig- 
gins Was taken to the prisoner's cell, in 
the death house in Sing Sing prison, by 
his wife. Mrs. Patrick left New York 
immediately on receipt of the news from 
Albany, and upon her arrival here she

“The engineering work of the year has 
been almost entirely preparatory. Owing 
in the decision as to the 
type of the canal it was impracticable to 
locate permanent and well arranged 
dumping grounds for the disposal ot 
waste material. The general. plan of the 
work which has been done in the Culebra 
cut has been in putting the various levels 
in proper condition for the installation of 
the maximum number of Steam shovels, 
and the construction of a system of rail- 
ways on each level and a double track 
at the bottom, connecting with yards 
established along the line of the Panama 
railroad. While no special effort has 
been made to get out yardage, yet during 
the fiscal year the amount of material 
excavated from the canal prism was 
1,500,000 cubic yards, as against 742,000 
cubic yards the previous fiscal year. 

“Notwithstanding the rainy season, 
which extends from the end of April to 
the end of December, there was during 
the month of August, i906, a total exca- 
vation in the Culebra cut of 244,844 cubic 
yards, which was the largest amount 
taken out up to that time during any one 
month since the canal has been under 
American control. In September, 1906, 
the total excavation was 291.450 cubic 
000 cubic yards. Most of the material 
hauled out during the year was taken to 
the old French dumps, for the reason 
stated abova Several new dumps have 
recently been placed—two at Mirafiores, 
two at Pedro Miguel, one at Rio Grande, 
one at Mamei, ope at Bas Obispo, one 
a®’~Haut Obispo and a very large one, 2 
miles long, at Tabernilla.”

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, is entitled 


senate adopted-on Wednesday as a con- 
dition precedent to the ratification of the 
Algeciras treaty. This resolution, affirm- 
ing our unshaken allegiance to the prin- 
ciple of non-interference in the political 
affairs of “was so carefully and 
eimirably worded that it is worth quot- 
ing entire. It declares: 

“That the‘senate understands that the 
participation of the United States in the 
Algeciras conference, and in the formu- 
«ation and adoption of the general act 
f}and protocol which resulted therefrom, 
was with the purpose of preserving and 
increasing its commerce in Morocco, the 
protection as to life, liberty and proferty 
re its citizens or traveling there- 
in, and of aiding by its friendly offices 
and efforts in removing friction and con- 
troversy which seemed to menace the 
peace between powers signatory with 
the United States to the treaty of 1880, 
all of which are on terms of amity with 
this government; and without purpose to 
depart from the traditional American 
foreign policy, which forbids participa- 
tion by the United States in the settle- 
ment of politica] questions which are en- 
tirely European-in their scope.”’ 

The Algeciras treaty itself was signed 
by our representatives subject to a reser- 
vation appended thereto, declaring that 
our participation in the conference was 
prompted by “no political interest’ and 
that in assenting to the resulting conven- 
tion we did so “without obligation or 
responsibility for the enforcement there- 
of.” In view of this fact, it might be 
thought that Senator Bacon's resolution 


was superfluous; but it must be remem- 


bered that the Algeciras conference was, 
both on its face and throughdut its de- 
liberations, essentially a conference be- 
tween contending European powers as to 
their share in the administration or con- 
trol of Moroccan affairs, and that there- 
fore the disclaimer attached to the treaty 
was nefther as comprehensive in its 
terms, or as distinctly the expression of 
the deliberate purpose of the Tinited 
States; as the importance of the prin- 
ciple involved demanded. Senator Ba- 
con’s, resolution, therefore, constitutes an 
effective addition both, to the distinctness 
and to the authority of the disclaimer of 
any intention on the part of the United 
States to depart from its traditional 
policy. 

Senator Bacon's earnest work in this 
matter should remind those who followed 
with keen interest the course of events 
when the Spanish treaty was pending in 
the senate of the part which the Georgia 
senator played at that time. Haq the 
resolution he then offered and pressed 
been adopted, it would, one may say 
with confidence, have profoundly affected 
the whole course of our dealings with 
the question of the Philippines, and with 
the general question of colonialism. it 
was évident that the simple and outright 
defeat of the treaty could not be accom- 
plished. It was evident that the abstract 
constitutional argument could not be re- 
lied on to prevent the acquisition of the 
Philippines from leading to such meas- 
ures as are inevitably bound up with a 
colonial policy based upon the idea ot 
permanent possession. Had Senator Hoar 
and the few other republican. senators 
who were in sympathy with the anti- 
imperialistic position taken a statesman- 
like view of the actual situafon, they 
would have centered their efforts upon 
making the acceptance of the joint reso- 
lution offered by Senator Bacon the in- 
dispensable condition upon which they 
would give their votes for the treaty. 
They could have compelled the accept- 
ance of that condition by President Mc- 


Senator Bacon realized that this was the 
one way in which a successful stand 
could be made against the prevailing cur- 
rent. But no such concert.of action was 
attained. Mr. Hoar expended his indig- 
nation in speeches of protest; he voted, 
of course, for the Bacon resolution, and 
against ‘the treaty, but he did not rise to 
the point of fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with the @emocrats for the attainment of 
a practically possible result. The situ- 
ation presented by the Algeciras treaty 
was incomparably less acute and less 
inrportant than that which surrounded the 
Spanish treaty question, but the sincere 
patriotiem and the serious statesman- 
ship which were manifested by Mr. HKa- 
con in the critical days of 1899 have once 
more been exhibited in his action on the 
present occasion.

Previded Brewery Pays tie. 


Tax in Another Ceunty 
of the State. 


Decisions of interest were scarce in 
the fourteen cases passed on finally yes~ 
terday by the supreme court. Practi- 
eally the only decision of interest is that 
in which the supreme court upholds the 
right of a brewing company to, maintain 
an agency in another county in the state, 
without paying the specific tax charged 
by the state for that privilege. In other 
words, where a brewery pays the specific 
tax in the Georgia county in which it is 
located, it may maintain agencies for 
distribution of its product in other coun- 
ties without paying the specific tax there- 


in. Whe headnote of the decision is as; 


follows: 

“Under paragraph 28 of section 2 of 
the general tax act of 1905 (acts 1905, 
p. 30), where a brewing company which 
was engaged in the manufacture. of beer 
in this state paid the special tax im- 
posed upon it in the county where its 
mirincipal office was located, it was not 
liable also to pay an additional tax in 
another county of this state, because it 
stored ‘beer in such latter county and 
filled orders taker by an agency located 
therein.”’ . 

The ease was that of Whittlesey, tax 
collector of Muscogee county, against the 
Acme Brewing Company, of Macon, and 
in the foregoing decision the supreme 
court sustains the decision of Judge. Lit- 
tle in the superior court of Muscogee 
county.
